The talented editor is interested in oxnmiuing 
new systems of medication, tLat aro not rn ?n- 
tiimecf in the oldest authorities. It has bee > a 
question which has enlisted much discussion, 
which is the most conducive to the health ;.nd 
h.inuony of the organization, alcohol, as ast tn- 
ulmit, or water? 


The opinions of medical men with regard to 


the matter should have due weight. I T ill, 
therefore, give you the testimony of a very nbln 
physician, who is making many scientific phys- 
iological examinations with regard to the cirut- 
latioti of the blood, respiration, Ac. 1 therefore 
beg your candid consideration of his facts. 


Dr. Samuel A. Cartwright, formerly of Nat :h- 


ez, now of New Orleans, cites that he was on« of 
three physicians who settled in Natchez thi-ty 
years since. They found only one practitio ic'r 
in the city belonging to the same Tempera ice 
school with themselves. The country and villa- 
ges, for fifteen miles around, afforded only th -ee 
more. All of the others had faith in the 1 y- 
gienic virtues of alcoholic drinks, both by pre- 
cept and example. Besides the practicing p) y- 
siciane, there were ten others in tha city and!; d- 
jncent country, who had retired from the proi js- 
sion. Thus there were 17 temperate pbysicii.ns 
in and near Natchez 30 years ago. Of these, 
five have died, one aged 75 years, one 70, < ne 
60, one 49. According to the Carlisle table of 
mortality, and those of the Ecniitablelnsurai.ee 
Company of London, 7 out of 5 would have b< en 
the ratio of mortality in England. There arc at 
the present tima 12 of that 17 living. Agaii 
every physician of Natchez and its vicini.y, 
who, during the 30 years, have been in tlieha jit 
of imbibing, whether practicing or retired, lu ve 
long been numbered with the dead. Only t vo 
of them, who were comparatively temperate, 
lived to be grey. Their average term <»f life < id 
not exceed 35 years, and the average term of 1 fe 
of those who were in the habit of taking aL o- 
holic drinks between meals, on nn empty sto n- 
ach, did not reach30years, liiless than lOye.irs 
after they commenced practice, the most of tln-m 
died, and the whole of them have subsequently 
fallen, leaving not one in the city, coun try or vil- 
lage, within 20 miles around. 


To fill the places of those who died or retir >d 


from the profession, 02 medical men settled in 
Natchez and its vicinity between the years of 
1824 and 1835, cmbracng a period of 10 yea •« 
not counting those of 1823 already menttom d. 
Of the 62 new physicians, 37 were tempera e, 
and 25 used alcoholic beverages between their 
meals, though not often to intoxication. Of t ic 
37 who trusted to the hygienic virtues of natnn's 
beverage, water, 9 have died and 28 are now liv- 
ing. Of the 25 who trusted to the supposed h /- 
gienic virtues of ardent spirits, all are dead but 
three, and they have removed to a distant p; rt 
of the country. These fact* prove the fallacy af 
the theory which attributes health-preserving 
properties, in a Southern climate, to akoho ic 
beverages in any form or shape. According ;,o 
the Carlisle tables, and those of the Equitable 
Insurance Company, 37 individuals, at the aver- 
age age of 26 years, which was the average at -e 
of tbe new settlers in Natchez, would, in aquar- 
ter of a century, lose 9 of their number; but rf 
the 37 temperate doctors, only 9 have died in '!8 
years. Of these, four died of the yellow fev. r, 
one had consumption before he went South, ai d 
one was killed by the Indians in the Floriila

He defines alcohol as an oxy 
hydrate of ethyl, the vapors of which destroi 
life, being similar to the composition of letheoi 
or ether." 


Dr. Mason said he had been thinking over thi

Mr. Peabody, in reply, said—" This seema a 


' reductio ad absurdum.' In the first place, man 
does not always choose what is most agreeable 
or beneficial to Mm. No! the lord of creation, 
endowed with moral, social and intellectual fac- 
ulties, is the only animal who perverts his true 
appetite. The lower order of animals, guided 
only by itutinct, never partake of poisonous 
herbs. They never graze on food not adapted 
to their physical condition, while man, withrea- 
»on and judgment for a guide, in addition to in- 
stinct, will derange his organization so that he 
cannot carry out his mental purposes. Bat how 
futile does such a course of reasoning seem to 
us, compared to the blessings which would ac- 
crue from the entire abolition of the traffic. 
No! 


give us the crystal stream to slake our burning 
thirst, to quench tho fires within, even though 
the horse, cow and ox partake of it, instead of 
that drink which biteth like a serpent and sting- 
eth like an adder. An Edinburgh journal re- 
lates that a celebrated chemist had a ilog, upon 
which lie tried the effect of a certain poison.— 
The creature's life was preserved; but when an- 
other dose was presented him the next day, the 
do£ would not touch it. 


Different kinds of poisonous drugs were of- 


fered, but he refused them all. lie even would 
not touch beer nor drink water. Tore-assure 
tlic dog, the master offered him bread and meat, 
of which he ate himself in his presence. Then 
the sagacious animal no longer refused to par- 
take. He took him to a fountain of water, but 
he would not drink unless the water was run- 
ning, or until he saw his master take some first. 
Seeing such extraordinary intelligence, the mas- 
ter made no more experiments with poisons on 
his dog. Hut the latter did not forget it, and 
ever watched the movements of his roaster.— 
Would that man, when he hag onco felt the 
rankling of the poison of alcohol in his veins, 
might evince the same sagacity and wisdom as 
tho lower order of animals, aud abstain alto- 
gether from the poisonous draught. It is be- 
cause he will not, that we wish to have a pro- 
hibitory law to restrain the traffic. 


We cannot always carry out the analogy be- 


tween roan and the lower animals, for wild 
beasts roam over the forests and make tbe weak- 
er animals their prey. If men should pursue 
tbis course, our midnight rest would lie dis- 
turbed by marauders and tlic deadly assassin. 
But we arc now protected by the strung arm of 
the law, and can sleep securely, without dan- 
ger of molestation. If, then, a certain stimulant 
tends only to the injury of man, and is not ben- 
eficial to him, in any sense of the word, why 
should there not be a legislative enactment to 
prevent its use?"

and the tissues of the system; and we know that 
alcohol and the whole brotherhood of intoxica- 
ting drinks exert a decidedly injurious tendency 
in the community. We bring/aefr to prove our 
position, so that it is for those who maintain an 
opposite opinion to substantiate their statements 
with incontrovertible facts.

Mr. Peabody remarked, " that there was ranch 


truth embodied in tbe last objection; that it wits 
not probable that persons would willingly re- 
linquish a profitable occupation, without a strug- 
gle. But do not our streets now flow with blood? 
I know that many feel sensitive, because they 
fear that business will be ruinod by it. Partic- 
ular kinds may suffer, but that is but of small 
moment, compared to tbe health and happi- 
ness of so many others. There will be much 
less disease and crime; consequently less busi- 
ness for judges, lawyers, physicians, and offi- 
cers; but would nut, that be a happy city or 
town which required no lawyer to take care of 
its litigations, no jails or prisons, became there 
were no prisoners to be incarcerated? There 
will be fewer pauperg, consequently less neces- 
sity for asylums ami poor-houses. 


The capital invested in these departments may 


l)e deteriorated, yet I lie vital and cherished in- 
terests of society snftW in proportion as those 
departments prosper. And persons engaged in 
those occupations can geek others, more health- 
ful to the community. 


Many really supjxjse tliat our farmers would 


suffer because the demand for grain would be 
lessened and tlic price of it would not be ag 
large. But as there aro always two sides to every 
question, so what they woukl save in tuxu#,wotild 
more than counterbalance the loss of a. few cents 
per buehul fur grain. Bes'ule. the Western coun- 
try is now being banded by the iron rail, and so 
intimately connected with the East, that the 
farmer will readily find a market for his provi- 
sions, however large his crops may be. It will 
readily bu seen that a prohibitory law would 
only affect those immediately concerned in the 
manufacture of stimulants, but not the mass of 
the people. If Mr. Peabody had not been conn- 
tenanted by the influence and good will of a 
number of strong men in tho town of N. it is 
not certain but that he would have been grossly 
insulted, and that his outspoken words would 
have been received with hisses and marks of 
disapprobation. But he knew his strength and 
that of his forces. Beside, he had such a genu- 
ine interest in his themo, and w;is so much di- 
vested of selfishness, that even his bitter oppo- 
nents admired his manliness and truth. 


Sincerity will always commend itself, even to 


those who writhe beneath the scorpion lush in- 
flicted by its power. Beside, Mr. Peabody had 
an urbanity o{ manner and was mindful of the. 
welfare of his flock. He rejoined, " that the city 
of Sew York receives annually for licenses 
$50,000, ami pays out for the expenses incurred 
by the truffle', $1,500,000. Would nut the du- 
ties of the Lax-payers be considerably lessened 
by the lopping off of these expanses? The low- 
estimate ttiat lias been made, or that perhaps 
can bo made of the loss upon real estate in the 
city and county of Kew York, should such u 
prohibitory law Vie passed, is thirty millions of 
dollars.

home or house to cover them, where so many of 
these very persons have to pay a tax, to support 
a few in luxury, this question is of great moment. 


Our government, lands are valued at one dol- 


lar per aero on an average, while wines of va- 
rious kinds are estimated at two or three dollars 
per bottle. Many ;tn individual dies without 
an acre af real estate, who perhaps has swal- 
lowed the value of several cities or villages. 


The human mind progresses gradually to soe 


its evils, and to remove them. While humanity 
was in an imperfect state of development,, laws 
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ravages 
there are at least 50 murders and 
murder; 500 to 1,000 other violent deaths, and 
20,000 men and women sent to prison for crimes 
of every name, of which intemperance is the 
cause. 


Bro. Higgins aflirmed, that " the abuse of the 


various kinds of liquors in common use is gross- 
ly and ridiculously exaggerated, as a source of 
pauperism and crime; nearly all the evils of so- 
ciety being fanatically ascribed to t.his cause." 
" If we doubt the evil effects of intoxicating 


liquors ag the greatest incentive to crime of all 
kinds," said Mr. Peabody, " we need only con- 
sult the various statistics of our prisons and 
jails. The whole category of crimes will be 
living witnesses of the fell destroyer, alcohol.— 
The keepers of all prisons will testify, that about 
nine out of every ten prisoners commit their 
wicked deeds in consequence of the stimulating 
effects of alcohol. 
If we travel through the 


country, we see everywhere the foot-prints of 
this great scourge. Not a city, nor a village but 
has felt its paralyzing effects. Everywhere, we 
see sadness stamped on the countenance, pallor 
on the cheeks of the old and the young. Eve- 
rywhere, we see women widowed and children 
beggared by its pernicious influences; and yet 
this great evil is sustained, yea, licensed to ex- 
ist It would seem as if the importance of the 
subject demand that man should arise in his 
might and destroy the monster by extermina- 
ting him, or putting him to flight." 


Another objection was urged by the oppo- 


nents, viz: " that these beverages are not neeex- 


r made by those who were less 


experienced in the world's wants. Consequent- 
ly we should, expect thai, the laws would be 
moro or less imperfect. But gradually the true 
wants of man will be perceptible, and we IIO]H; 
that laws will IKS arranged accordingly. 


"In proportion as we advance and learn by 


experience, sources of evil, we try to avoid Ilium. 
Mankind aro now beginning to see and feel in 
earnest the evils of Intemperance, and they are 
struggling to become free. 
W« believe in t.he 


efficacy of prayer, and should resort, to it "as (ho 
anchor of our souls still, ;is in all reforms for 
the regeneration ot humanity, 'Work is God's 
must acceptable worship.' In the process of 
time, when man shall be still more enlightened 
than at the present day; he will regard the 
present condition of things as belonging to a 
semi-barbarous age, as IK deem the crude ideas 
of the past. Some more advanced than others 
see this evil as a hydra-headed monster, while 
others do not see it in that light, because it, is a 
source of profit, but, that, person is in no- envia- 
ble condition who can regard money as a para- 
mount object, or aim in lite, if humanity be sac- 
rificc'd by the method pursued to obtain it. 


" In one of the States, it was estimated that 


there were27,624 State paupers; that out of this 
number 16,8f>3 were made so by intemperance. 
Just imagine each of these to have a foul, and
